
































ASHINGTON, D. C.— Middle- 
western farmers have not yet re- 
covered from their astonishment 
over Seeretary Wickard’s unexpected 
announeement, April 3, that more hog, 
poultry and dairy production is needed, 
and that the government will support 
minimum prices for these products for 
two years and three months. 

Obviously, something must have been 
going on behind the scenes to cause this 
sudden change in policy. Farmers would 
like to know what. As nearly as we have 
been able to find out, here it is: 

Official Washington is so nearly in 
the war on the side of Great Britain and 
so strongly opposed to the Axis powers 
that war psychology is the dominating 
factor in all decisions. 


The President wants this country 
to be in position to supply Britain 
with all the food it needs, as fast as 
shipping space is available for food 
shipments. He wants plenty of 
American food available for other 
anti-Axis powers and for countries 
like Spain which are resisting Axis 
pressure. 


The President knows that all Europe 
will be hungry at the close of the war. 
He believes that great stores of Ameri- 
can food ean be used by us as a powerful 
factor in bargaining for lasting peace. 

On the home front, Harriett Elliott’s 
Consumers’ Division of the National De- 
lense Advisory Council has been worry- 
ing for weeks for fear a shortage of live- 
stock, dairy and poultry produets may 
mecrease prices, and has been urging that 
loan eorn be released at relatively low 
prices to eneourage livestock production. 

Defense Commissioner Leon Hender- 
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son, who is charged with the responsibil- 
ity of keeping all prices under control, 
has been somewhat concerned lest a rapid 
advance in food prices might start an 
inflationary spiral that would get out of 
control. 

Some of Miss Elliott’s and Mr. Hen- 
derson’s fears have doubtless been com- 
municated to the President. 

North America has abundant supplies 
of feed and grain, ineluding wheat. If 
any increase in food is needed, it is in 
the livestoek, dairy and pe ultry field. 
Passage of the lease-lend bill, with its 
seven-billion-dollar appropriation, made 
action possible, and resulted in instrue- 
tions to the Department of Agriculture 
to take steps to hasten the conversion of 
feed supplies intoe meat and eggs and 
butter and cheese. 

The plan outlined on this page is the 


department’s answer to this demand. 


Wickard, proud of agriculture’s 
preparedness on the food and fiber 
front, could understand the Presi- 
dent's desire to create and maintain 
abundant supplies of livestock, 
dairy and poultry products. At the 
same time, Wickard was deter- 
mined that these increased supplies 
should not be built up at the farm- 
er’s expense, or at his risk. 


In Milo Perkins’ Surplus Commodities 
Corporation, Secretary Wiekard has a 
food buying and handling ageney which 
has been operating in this field in a big 
way, and which has the personnel and 
the experience to take on larger tasks. 
This corporation will do all buying here 
for Britain and other anti-Axis nations, 
for Red Cross exports and for domestie 
relief.

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WICKARD CALLS FOR 
MORE FOOD 


Here are the changes in the farm program as 
announced by Secretary Wickard April 3: 


1 Relaxation of corn acreage restrictions to 
permit growers in commercial corn areas to ex- 
pand up to their “usual” corn acreage without 
losing their non-corn conservation payments. 
They would, however, lose their corn payments 
and their corn loan privilege. 


2. There will be no vote on corn marketing 
quotas this fall. (This setting aside of the pro- 
visions of the agricultural adjustment act pro- 
viding for a vote on quotas when the supply 
reaches certain limits, is legal as an emergency 
executive order under the present state of “limit- 
ed emergency.) 

3. Loan corn will be offered for sale at 65 
cents in the country or 69 cents f. o. b. Chicago. 
This will insure livestock producers against sky- 
rocketing corn prices. 


4. The “existing corn loan program” will be 
continued for 1941 and 1942. The secretary's 
announcement dees not make clear whether the 
present 6l-cent rate will be maintained, or wheth- 
er the rate will vary with the year’s production 
according to the loan schedule in the agricultural 
adjustment act. 


5. By purchases in the open market, the De- 
partment of Agriculture will endeavor to support 
price levels (Chicago basis) about as fellows: 
Hogs, $9 per ewt.; chickens, 15 cents per pound; 
eggs, 22 cents per dozen; dairy products, equiva- 
lent to 3l-cent butter. The department will sup- 
port these prices until June 30, 1943, “assuming 
continuation of existing price relationships and 
taking seasonal price- variations into account.” 


6. Stored supplies of these products will be 
sold on the market “in case of unwarranted spec- 
ulative price increases.” This may mean that the 
announced prices will fix a top as well as a bot- 
tom on market values of these products. 











HOG PRICES RISE 


The chart below shows average hog prices 
i at Chicago, at weekly intervals, since early 

December. Note the boost in hog prices in 
late December, after the pig survey confirmed the 
guess that hog production was declining. The big 
jump came last week after the announcement of the 
federal policy of supporting hog prices at Chicago at 
somewhere near the $9 level.

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What to Do With Argentine Corn 


An Iowan Visits Argentina, Finds Bumper 
Crops Raised, But No Outlet for Them 


By GUY BUSH

On the basis of this and other 
observations, we estimated that 
at least 30 per cent of the old 
crop backed up on farms was un- 
fit for market. Later, govern- 
ment officials in Buenos Aires 
told us they thought our estimate 
was too low. 


While visiting with this tenant, we 
walked into a field of new corn. The 
ears were filled and drying in mid- 
rebruary and in 60 days the corn 
would be ready for husking. We es- 
timated the field would yield 60 
bushels an acre It was -typical of 
many fields we saw on a 1,500-mile 
auto trip thru the heavy producing 
section of Argentina. 

Latest official information indi- 
cates that the 1941 corn harvest will 
break all previous production rec- 
ords. 

“With corn so cheap, why don’t 
vou feed it?” I asked our renter. 

His reply was the same that every 
other farmer gave me “No matter 
how cheap corn is, grass is cheaper.” 

In order to understand the signifi- 
cance of this, I had to realize that 
the agriculture of the Argentine was 
founded on grass, that 50 per cent of 
the highest producing area of that 
country is still covered with rich na- 
tive grass, and that much of the vet 
unbroken prairie land ts available 
for cultivation when and if needed. 


Argentina's cattle are grass-fed 
because “grass is cheaper” and 
grass-fed cattle are acceptable to 
the export trade. Every farmer 
with whom | visited kept enough 
horses to work a double shift. 
Their attitude appeared to be, 
“Why should | go to the bother 
ef feeding corn, no matter how 
cheap it is, when the grass is 
already there?”

On the other side, there is danger that the 
wholesale production of corn may wreck the 
price completely this fall. In that case, the 
fellow with an AAA check and a corn loan 
would be sitting pretty. The outsider would 
be in real trouble. 

Our advice to corn belt farmers is to stay 
with the program, get a full AAA check, and 
be sure of a corn loan next fall.

It 
looks like a good year for farmers who 
raise pigs on clean ground, watch out for 
disease, get plenty of value out of pasture, 
and feed protein supplements and min- 
erals with corn, to get economical gains. 
After the pig survey showed a probable 

drop in production, we urged that sows be 
bred for more late spring pigs. We said, on 
January 11: 


Most farmers with bred sows and gilts 
on hand have decided to hold them for 
spring litters. Others may wish to hold 
out good gilts and try now for late litters 
in May or June. Late spring pigs this 
year could be marketed a year from now 
and should find a fairly good market in 
February and March of 1942. 

On January 25, we replied in the paper to 
a letter from a farmer who thought producers 
were overdoing production of late spring pigs 


for 1941. We said: 


Don’t hesitate about increasing your 
production of late spring pigs up to the 
capacity of your equipment, pastures and 
feed. ... Farmers who ean expand will 
make some money. 

Like most farmers, we were surprised by 
the governmént price policy. But the an- 
nouncement certainly supports the advice we 
gave last winter on 1941 pig production. 


ARMERS are agreed 

that they don’t want 
inflation, but are not so 
sure just how to prevent 
it. One way is suggested 
by New Zealand, which levies a heavy income 
tax and then forees every tax-payer to buy 
bonds equal in amount to the income tax he 
pays. Thus, a farmer paying $500 in income 
tax would also buy a $500 bond. 

This bond would not pay interest for the 
next two years, and could not be sold or trans- 
ferred. After that, it would pay a low rate 
of interest, and permission to sell or transfer 
would presumably be given at the close of the 
war, when more purchasing power was needed 
to offset the post-war deflation. 

This plan, according to New Zealanders, 
will help to prevent inflation now by taking

WHY $9 HOGS? 


The price of $9 for hogs at Chicago is a 
war price. The announced policy of the gov- 
ernment to support the market at that point 
indicates an intention to ship pork to Eng- 
land in quantity. It means too that American 
arms may be used to get the pork there. 


Without huge exports and with present 
supplies and urban payrolls, an $8 average 
was about as good as farmers could expect, 
this year or next, unless inflation boosted 
prices of everything. Our present supplies 
and those in prospect were plenty large 
enough to meet the needs of the increasing 
number of urban workers. 


In asking for increased pork production, 
at a higher price, the government is evi- 
dently planning to find an outlet for that 
pork in Great Britain. It may take the Amer- 
ican navy and the American air force to 
keep that outlet open. 


Like profits of airplane manufacturers, 
like wages of munitions workers, the $9 hog 
price is a war product. It is dependent on aid 
to Britain. That aid may not long be “short 
of war.” 


And, like airplane and munitions folks, 
hog producers are running the risk of being 
left after the war with an expanded plant 
and nothing to do with the product.

N ELDERLY farm-

If you decide against chang- 
ing your corn plantings, just go 
ahead the way you planned with 
your committeeman.

UYING more land isn’t the only 

way to enlarge a farm. It also 
can be done by increasing the out- 
put of acres already held. 

This second method is the one a 
lot of Iowa farmers are beginning to 
follow, thru use of commercial 
fertilizers. Even in fertile areas, 
the average farm can usually be en- 
larged the equivalent of 10 per cent 
and sometimes as much as 50 per 
cent thru judicious soil treatment. 

In the Iowa vicinity, our main need 
after liming is an application of some 
form of phosphorus. Mother Nature 
was pretty good to us when she di- 
vided up her soil supply, but she did 
skimp a little on this one important 
element. 


the 


Farmers are gradually finding 
this out, and that is why each 
year we see more of them turn- 
ing to phosphorus bearing mate- 
rials, such as super-phosphate 
and rock phosphate. 


Phosphate can be applied any- 
vyhere in the rotation and with any 
crop, but soils specialists advise put- 
ting it on just ahead of the legume 
seeding. This is in line with the re- 
quirement for soil building practice 
credits under the AAA program. 

The phosphate then will kill two 
birds with one stone. It will increase 
the hay yield of the legume. It will 
also stimulate the legume _ roots, 
hence production of nitrogen by the 
friendly bacteria which live on them. 
Thus, when the legume crop is plowed 
for corn, the l richer in nitro- 
gen as well as phosphorus.

© YOU remember the dry spring 

of 1939? Farmers began think- 
ing about 1934 and 1936 and wonder- 
ing Whether sudan grass would be a 
petter crop than corn.

But 
sobody would have guessed it in the 
spring. 

There were cold days in the spring 
of 1940 that made farmers worry. 
Maybe the cycle had changed and 
we were headed for one of those 
“years without a summer.” The sea- 
son straightened out later and we 


had another bumper corn crop. 

Here are extracts from the diary 
of a farmer in north-central Iowa 
that bring back the worries and the 
thores of the last two springs.

To Thicken Meadows 


To thicken a thin new stand of 
timothy, allow the seed growth to 
become overripe before harvesting.

STORED STOCKS 


Even before the beginning of 
the new program to convert corn 
in the ever-normal granary into 
food in the warehouse, the United 
States was well supplied with re- 
serves of lard, pork, beef, poultry 
and eggs. 


Lard stocks were 161,000,000 
pounds in excess of the five-year 
average. Pork stocks were 190.,- 
000,000 pounds more than the 
five-year average. All meats, in- 
cluding beef, lamb and pork, were 
up 200,000,000 pounds over the 
five-year average. 


Total poultry was 42,600,000 
pounds more than usual at this 
time of year, and eggs in storage 
were only a little below normal. 

Butter supplies were down a 


little, but record milk production 
made this deficit unimportant.

“Rules of procedure are sim- 
ple.

Vaccinating for Fowl-Pox 

Vaccination of chickens with the 
pigeon-pox virus by the _ feather- 
follicle method wil] usually give fair- 
ly effective results in the immuniza- 
tion of the fowls against the pox 
disease. 

This conclusion of workers 
at the Jlllinois experiment station, 
after trials with various kinds of 
vaccine applied by several methods. 

The of pigeon virus did not 
give 100 per cent lasting immunity 
in al] cases, but it also did not pro- 
duce severe systemic reactions or 
other undesirable Use of 
living unmodified fowl-pox virus, on 
the other hand, produced extended 
immunity in practically all cases, 
but there were some losses of birds, 
some impairment of production in 
layers, and constitutional disturb- 
ances. 

Unless the premises are known to 
be contaminated with pox infection, 
it seems inadvisable to vaccinate 
laying birds. If infection is present, 
administer the virus to fowls four to 
eight weeks of age. 


Why Air Cells Hurt
